Foreign Crop Notes,

France—The young' crops are now re-
ported to be onder a thick covering of
enow, which assures adequate protection
to the plants. Some seeding was done
before the enow came, and farmers are
s:m.! to be preparing to sow freely ia the
spring.

Argentina—Crop news is not more
favorable, and people take even gloomier
views as to the Banta Fe haryest. Mail
advices received yesterday mention that
the crops in the south of Buenos Ayres
wern suffering from drouth, and the
cable of Satardey reported drouth to be
cansing moch damage to corn.

Urogaay— Mail advices still report
swarms of locusts, and the outlook for
the corn crop < must be considered
gloomy.

Chili—Crop prospects are again re-
ported to be quile favorable.

India—Fair rains reported in the Pon-
jaub, where the moisture will be of much
use, by enabling grbwers to continue
seeding. Condition of standing crope
fair to good in Central provinces, Babar,
and Northwest provinces, except in Ban-
delkhand districts. In the affected dis-
tricts of Bombay, the crops are suffering
from wantof rain. This report is from
the last telegram of the viceray.

Russin—A recent report to the Daily
News from Obessa more than confirmed
the bad accounts of erop conditions in
many of the Southern governments
meptioned in our Iset. The report re-
ferred to states that over 2,000,000
acres of winter wheat have been de-
stroyed in Pondolia and Bessaradis, and
the same conditione, only less wide-
spread and disastrous, obtain through-
out the majority of the Southern governs
ments. This is certainly the most pessi-
mistic report we have yet seen, though
others have been pretty bad. On the
other hand, our correspondent at
Theodosia wrote last week that the out-
look was pretty eatisfactory in his dis-
trict, though nothing counld be said as to
wide areas of the Steppe.
